of it with-its original source. I am truly shocked to find that any 
reader can make the mistake.” 

I have always striven in my writings to express veneration for the 
life and lessons of Our Saviour; because I feel it; and because I rewrote 
that history for my children—Everyone of whom knew it from having 
it repeated to them, long before they could read, and almost as soon 
as they could speak.

Dickens replied in the 
present letter in a very typical way. “It would be quite inconceivable 
to me—but for your letter—that any reasonable reader could possibly 
attach a scriptural reference to a passage in a book of mine, reproducing 
a much abused social figure of speech, impressed into all sorts of service 
on all sorts of inappropriate occasions, without the faintest connection 
of it with its original source. I am truly shocked to find that any 
reader can make the mistake.” 

I have always striven in my writings to express veneration for the 
life and lessons of Our Saviour; because I feel it; and because I rewrote 
that history for my children—Everyone of whom knew it from having 
it repeated to them, long before they could read, and almost as soon 
as they could speak. 

But I have never made proclamation of this from the housetops.
